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1. The NCFA newspaper Shgiperia was published on schedule in September. 

2. Vasil QKHMENJI, Executive Committee member of the National Committee for a Free 
Albania residing in France was designated by the Committee as its delegate to the 
Assembly of Captive European Nations meeting scheduled to be held in New York City on 
29 September 1955. 

3. Hasan Dosti, Chairman of the National Committee for a Free Alb an i a returned to 
New York City from Europe on 1$ September. 

U. In September Nexhat Peshkepia reported to Haean Dosti that in March he was invitejd 
to Paris by Isuf BEGEJA, an Albanian refugee there, who introduced him to two representatjii 
of French Intelligence, The French IS representatives proposed that the NCFA and the 
French conduct clandestine operations into Albania. Peshkopia informed the French that He 
could not ecnmit the NCFA to such operations. However he promised to relay their proposajl 
to the Committee. The NCFA will take no action in this matter. 

5. C- ... 3 visited Rome from 29 August to 2 September. While in Rome 

f met Hasan Dosti and reviewed committee problems with him.

' b. Action Reported by Headquarters i 

t» Headquarters advised Athens of its views concerning Idle replacement of Hasan Dostji 
as Chairman of the NCFA in the November elections. Headquarters suggested the following 
as possible candidates t Nureden Vlora, Said Kreyaiu and Salim Damani. Flora was rweammHiB 
recommended as the most desirable successor to Dosti and ^ was directed to 

sound out Vlora re his availability. 

2. On 15 September 1955, SE/A forwarded a paper to IOA concerning the NCFA which 
included recommendations for the take-over of the NCFA by the FEC. Preliminary discussicjni 
with IOA indicate that FEC would like to build a new Committee around Abas ERMENJI. 
However, since ERMENJI was involved in an attempt to defraud U.S. officials in Bern in 
May 1955, he no longer can be considered by 10 and FEC* In view of this development 
10 and FEC wishes to study tine takeover question further. In this regard, 10 is consider]- 
ing sending a representative abroad, possibly to Paris and Rome to review the situation 
in the field.
